Washington, Oct 21.—President 


Roosevelt has summoned the strike 
arbitration commission to meet here 
Friday, at 10 a.'m. 


After a Heated Debate in the WHkesbarre Conven- 


tion the End of the Hard Five Months* Strug- 


gle Comes With Great Suddenness 


—Men are Jubilant. 


WUkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 21.—By a 


unanimous vive voce vote the con* 
v«ntira of United Mine Workers a'c- 
cepted President Hoosevelt's arbitra- 
tion plan shortly before noon tod'ay. 
Great chfeers greeted the announce- 
ment of the result. The resolution as 
Adopted carries with it a declaration 
that the strike is off and (provides for 
an immediate resumption of work in 
the ooal minea throughout the <an- 
thttwite Tegion, 


President Mitchell told the con- 


vention that President Roosevelt tod 
informed him that 'he would1 call * 
meeting of the anthracite committee 
immediately *tfter the convention's 
acceptance of <his proposition, and 
Mr. Mitchell gave it as -his opinion 
to the delegates that the findings of 
the arbitrators -would *be announced 
•within a month, ^ 


EMD CAME SUDDENLY. 
~ 


«nd of the convention and of 


the fr«at strike .which -has lasted five 
months, &iddefoly appeared close <at 
hand. President *Mitcheli, after the 
convention ^d ^given itst&lf over- to 
heated debate for on hour and a half, 
ejrose (And calmly told! \fte delegates 
th'at 'it must 
(be apparent to all of 


them that there was"no doubt what- 
ever that the president's proposal 
would be adopted. "There 'had been 
a renewal of the secret session of the 
steam7-men and 'heated words had 
passed between delegates. Explana- 
tions «of the president's proposal had 
been made in four foreign languages. 


There seemed to be moire opposi- 


tion than ever to settlement, when 
suddenly there was <a break in the 
clouds when a motion, was put by & 
delegate down in front, near the pre- 
siding officer.

In a clear voice the strike leader 


called <f or a vote on the all-important 
question and instantly there was a 
roar of applause, The next instaut 
messengers were flying in all direc- 
tions from the convention 'hall to 


the news to the world through 


the newspapers. Hundreds of min- 
ers who were4 not delegates filled the 
sidewalk* and streets oieax the en- 
ttatyce'to the Nesbitt theater, where 
ttoe^orivention lias met, &nd the news 
quickly" spread' among the men and 
the'.faces of men who 'had suffered 
hardships since last May -at once be- 
came -brighter.* 
- 'After the strike 'had been declared 
off .there was soine routine business, 
including the usual vote of thanks, 
and then shortly before 1 o'clock the 
convention <a!djou<raed sine die.

The delegates were prompt in get- 


ting down to -work. As soon as Presi- 
dent MitchellvaTrived in* the hall at 
10:05 a. m. fra called'the'delegates to 
order. The ccmimittee on resolutions 
was called? on for' its report, but, it 
was not ready to resfpond* 


The debate on reinstatement of all 


men in *heir former [positions was 
immediately resumed, The question 
be-fore the convention was a motion 
to accept iJhe recommendations of the 
officers to call off the strike and sub- 
mit all questions at dssue to the ar- 
bitration 
commission. A delegate 


from th'e Hazelton region asked' (how 
the individual operators stood on the 
arbitration {plan. 
tHe called atten- 


tion to the fact that the arbitration 
offer made <by the'railroad operators 
did mot contain the name of John 
Markler or rtJhe name of any other in- 
dividual concern: In- reply, 
-Ifff. 


Jlitchell^ said that (wliile.no indi- 
vidual operators had signed the plan, 
he tiid not understand that tth'ey were 
against it.

-A delegate from fWilkesbarre said 


tlie superintendent of fthet Kingston 
Coal company had promised to give 
work to all men wiho applied- This 
brought^ out .considerable applause. 


An impassioned sfpeecli by another 


delegate from the (Wyoming valley 
followe'd. ' He asked the men to stop 
talking about all 'getting back to 
work. ;He .hoped the 
convention 


would take a vote -by noon and end 
the strike. In all victorious wars 
men (have fallen an'd the^e would be 
some to fall in this one. The debate 
was continued for fifteen minutes 
more and the committee on resolu- 
tions was again called upon, but ifc 
was not ready. 


Ajt this juncture it seemed to ibe the 


desire of .the delegates to end' the 
debate. (No one caring to apeak, 
delegate arose and took exception to 
an article in one of -the local 
papers, but the objector was .pacified 
by an explanationjfrom Mi\ -Mitchell 
There being nothing further to do 
but wait on the report of the commit- 
tee on resolutions, a dele'gate sug- 
gested a song. The only colored dele- 
gate in the convention was called 
upon and responded,

Tlie debate on reinstatement was 
mm'ediately resumed. One delegate 
strenuously •o'bjecte'd to the adaption 


the resolutions /because no provi- 


sion is made for the men who may 
ail to get work* The other side of 
he question was taken up by a dele- 
te from the Panther Creek valley. 
He said: 


:<Iiet us go back; we Will all get 


work in. the end." 


•There were cries for the previous 


question, but President 
Mitchell 


stopped this by announcing that 
every man would be given a chance 
to speak and-that he would not. en- 
tertain a motion to vote so long(as 
;here was one delegate in the hall 
wno wanted to be heard. 


WILSON'S srooara SPEECH. 
National Secretary-Treasurer W. B. 


Wilson was recognized by the chair. 
He made a strong speech for the ac- 
ceptance of the proposition. He said 
;he miners were always willing to 
arbitrate and now that the coal com- 
pany officials have agreed the^ miners 
are bound to agree. 
To those men 


who feared that they might not gel 
back their positions, he put the ques- 
;ion how they knew they would not 
be taken back. 
He said they were 


only anticipating it. 
He felt sure 


that no competent man need fear the 
result. He closed by paying a tribute 
to all those who had helped the 
miners. 


The delegates in biief speeches took 


up both sides of the question with 
great earnestness. Those opposed to 
the proposition wanted specific assur- 
ance that they would be taken care 
pf. During the debate three speeches 
were made in foreign languages — 
Slavonic, Polish and Lithuania!!. 
The three foreign speaking delegates 
favored the acceptance of the prop> 
sition. 


HE WANTED TO KNOW. 


A Slav delegate wanted to know 


what wages the men would receive if 
they go to work Thursday, which 
created a laugh. 
He was informed 


that the question would be placed in 
the hands of the commission. 


The Italian delegates also wanted 


the proposition explained to them 
which was done by an Italian 
speaker. When he had completed his 
explanation a motion was immedi 
ately made to close debate. Before 
the motion was put, Mr. Mitchell, in 
answer to a query/announced that he 
had* a telegram from the president of 
the tfnited States that he tfould ca' 
a meeting of the commission as soon 
as the convention took favorable ac- 
tion. This was received with cheers 
President Mitchell gave it as bis 
opinion that the commission woulc 
make its report within one month,

He then put the question on tin 


adoption of the repbrt after a motion 
to close the debate had been adopted 
and asked in a short speech that the 
vote be unanimous.

helpers and apprentices, about seven- 
ty ^ in all, laid down their tools. 
donned their coats and walked out of 
the Wabash shops at 11 o'clock this 
morning, first sending a committee to 
Foreman James Murray to notify him 
of 'their intention. 
This action was 


taken in compliance with instruc- 
tions from the general committee of 
the boilermakers who are in Spring- 
field, 111,, with whom the matter of a 
strike rested, providing their de- 
mands for an increase in wages wore 
not granted. 
Simultaneous action 


was taken by the company's boiler- 
makers at Moberly, Springfield and 
D^catur, and it is estimated that 250 
men are involved. The petition for 
the increase was made to Motive 
Pqwer Superintendent Barnes six 
weeks ago. 


The striking boileimakers in th;s 


city have made the Anderson hall, 
on. Broadway, their headquarters, and 
one of the members of the committee 
was seen there by a Sentinel reporter 


12 o'clock. 
This gentleman ad- 


mitted that the boilermakers and 
their helpers were out on a strike, but 
he did not care to say much about1 it 
for publication.

I WHAT THE MEN DEMAND. 
He said the boilermakers ask an in- 


crease from 26 to 30 cents per hour, 
experienced helpers want 22 cents per 
hour and inexperienced helpers 20 
cents per hour. The apprentices also 
demand the wages that , prevail at 
Springfield, which is a slight increase 
over the wages paid her* for .that 
class, of work. 
This comznitteemun 


was of the opinion thatT their 'i^uest 
would be granted and that they would 
soon be back at work in ihe shops. 
He said that until a settlement had 
been effected the boilermakers would 
remain away from the shop; that vio- 
lence or interference would be wholly 
deprecated, and that the strike would 
be conducted upon the lines that char* 
acterized the strike of eighteen 
months ago, when the machinists 
and boilermakers were out.

TRAIN1 SPEEDS IN RUSSIA. 


* The Moscow people have been urg- 
ing that the speed of an express tram 
from Moscow to Brest (on the way to 
Vienna) be increased to forty miles 
an hour, it being1 now thirty-three 
miles. 
Their requests reached the 


government and the proper depart- 
ment made inquiry of the railroad 
management whether the speed could 
be increased. It ds said to have re- 
ceived the following reply: (1) Bo- 
fore running at such speed the whole 
track must be relaid with heavy rails. 
(2) It will take four years and cost 
$10,000,000 to do this. (It is 680 
miles from Moscow to Brest, whence 
it appears that the cost of putting 
rails in the track is estimated at 
something over $100 per<ton.)< (3) 
Until heavier rails are put in not only 
will it be impossible to increase the 
speed of the express, but it must be 
reduced to twenty-nine miles an hour.

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GREAT COAL STRIKE IS ENDED 


Miners Vote to Accept President 


Roosevelt's Proposal for 


Arbitration 


11 
RETURN TO IRK THURSDAY 


After a Heated Debate in the Wilkesbarre Conven 


tion the End of the Hard Five Months' Strug- 


gle Conies With Great Suddenness 


—Men are Jubilant. 


Wilkesbnrre, Pa., Oct. 21.—By a 


unanimous vive voce vote tlie con- 
vention of United Mine -Workers ac- 
cepted President Roosevelt's arbitra- 
tion plan shortly before UOOIL today. 
Great cheers greeted tlie announce- 
ment of the result. The resolution as 
•adopted carries Tfnth It a declaration 
that the strike is off and provides for 
an immediate resumption of work in 
the coal mines throughout the an- 
thracite region. 


President Mitchell told the 'con- 


vention that President Roosevelt hail 
informed 'him that -he would call a 
meeting of the anthracite committee 
immediately 'after tlie convention's 
acceptance 
of 'his proposition, and 


Mr. Mitchell gave it as his opinion 
to tho delegates that the findings of 
the arbitrators would 'be 'announced 
•within a mouth. 


END CAME SUDDENLY. 


The end of the convention and of 


the great strike .which 'has lasted five 
mouths, suddenly appeared close at 
hund. President .Mitchell, after the 
convention had given itself over to 
heated debate for an 'hour and a half, 
arobe mid calmly told1 vhe delegates 
that It must foe apparent to all of 
them that there was no doubt what- 
ever that the president's proposal 
would be 'adopted. There 'had been 
a -renewal of the secret session of the 
steam men and 
heated words had 


passed between delegates. 
Explana- 


tions o£ the president's proposal 'had 
been made in four foreign languages. 


•There seemed to be -more op-posi- 


tion than ever to settlement, T?hen 
suddenly there was a break in the 
wlouirs when a motion was put by a 
delegate down in front, near the pre- 
siding officer. 


THE VOTE JS TAKEN. 


In a clear voice the strike leader 


called for a vote on the all-important 
question and instantly there was a 
roar of applause. The next instant 
messengers were flying in all direc- 
tions from the convention 'hall to 


Ngive the news to the world through 
the newspapers. 
Hundreds of min- 


ers who were not delegates filled the 
sid&walks and streets near the en- 
trance to the Nesbitt theater, where 
the convention lias met, •and the news 
quickly spread among the men and 
tlie faces of men who :had suffered 
nardsnips since last May at once be- 
came brighter. 


After tlie strike had been declared 


off there was some routine business, 
including the usual vote of thanks, 
and then shortly before 1 o'.elock the 
convention a'djoumed sine die. 


The pumpmen will go to work to- 


morrow and1 the 
mining of coal 


will be started at 7 a: m. Thursday. 


MITCHELL PLEASED. 


When asked for an 
expression 


of his views upon the action of the 
convention today, President Mitchell 
said: 


"I am well pleased with the action 


of the anthracite mine workers on de- 
ciding to submit the issues which cul- 
minated in the strike to the commis- 
sion selected by the president of the 
United States. 
" ' " . ' ' ; 


"Tlie strike itsalf has de-monstrat?(l ! 


the power and dignity of labor. Coii- j 
servative, intelligent trade unionism j 
has received an impetus, the effect -n' i 
which cannot be measured. 'I earn-| 
estly hope and firmly believe tlut: 
both labor and capital have learned 
from the miners' strike lessons which 
will enable them to adopt peaceful, 
humane, business methods of adjust- 
ing wage differences in. the future." 
; 


IN HOPEFUL MOOD. 


It was evident •when the 'delegates 


Tumbled today that they were in n 
most hc-peful anood. ' Scans aaid that 
the fti'bitwtlon commission would bo 
even of more benefit Lo fu'ture genera- 
tions In the .coal fields than the 
present, and, anyhow,' i't would' put 
before the BubU^thc.wbole; situation. 


in de-tail as 'between the miners and 
operators in a fair and thorough way. 


In reading the local morning pa- 


pers the miners were confronted with 
the 
advertisements 
of merchants 


announcing1 that the strike was 
settled. 


The delegates were prompt in get- 


ting down to work. A3 soon as Presi- 
dent Mitchell -arrived in the hall at 
10:05 a. m. h3 called tlie 'delegates to 
order. The coTnimittee on resolutions 
was called' on for its report, tut it 
was not ready to respond. 


The debate on reinstatement of all 


men in 'their former positions was 
immediately resumed. The question 
bsfore the convention wns a motion 
to accept iflie recommendations of the 
officers to call off the strike and sub- 
mit all questions at issue to the ar- 
bitration 
commission. A delegate 


from the Hazel ton region asked now 
the individual operators stood on the 
arbitration plan. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that the arbitration 
offer made 'by the railroad opernrtors 
did not contain the name of John 
Morkle or irlie nnme of any other in- 
dividual con'cern. 
In 
reply, 
Tffr. 


Mitchell said that while no indi- 
vidual operators liad signed the plan, 
he "did not understand that -they were 
against it. 


HAD MORE ORATORY. 


A delegate from Wilkeobarre said 


the superintendent of the Kingston 
Coal company had .promised to give 
work to n'll men who applied. This 
brought, out considerable applause. 


An impassioned Speech by another 


delegate from the Wyoming valley 
followed. He asked the men to stop 
talking about all getting back to 
work. 
He hoped 
the 
convention 


would take a vote by noon and end 
the strike. 
In all victorious wars 


men have fallen and there would ba 
some to fall in this one. The debate 
was continued for fifteen minutes 
more and the committee on resolu- 
tions was again called upon, but il 
was not ready. 


At this juncture it seemed to ibe the 


desire of the delegates to end" the 
d&bate. 
{No one caiing to speak, a 


delegate arose and tcok exception to 
an article in one of the local news- 
papers, but tlie objector -was pacified 
by nn explanation from Mr. 'MitchelJ. 
There 'being nothing further to do 
but wait on the report of the coinmit- 
,ee on resolutions, a delegate sug- 
gested a song. The only colored dele- 
gate in the convention was called 
upon and. responded. 


A sweet tenor followed -the heavy 


bass of the colored man, and while 
the former was concluding his song1 
the committee on resolutions arrived. 


The committee made its report im- 


mediately.

THE DEBATE RESUMED. 


Tlie debate on reinstatement was 


immediately rf Mimed. 
One delegate 


strenuously objected to the adoption 
of the resolutions (because no provi- 
sion is made for the men who may 
fail to get work. The other side of 
the question was taken up by a dele- 
gate from the Panther Creek valley. 
He said: 


'Let us go back; we Will all get 


work in the end." 


Thera were cries for the previous 


question, 
but 
President 
Mitchell 


stopped this ' by announcing that 
every man would be given a chance 
to speak and that he would not, en- 
tertain a motion to vote so long as 
there was one delegate in the hail 
who wanted, to bo heard. 


WILSON'S STRONG SPEECH. 


National Secretary-Treasurer W. B. 


Wilson wns recognized by the chair. 
He made a strong speech for the ac- 
ceptance of the proposition. He said 
the miners were always willing to 
arbitrate and now that the coal com- 
pany officials have agreed the miners 
are bound to agree. 
To those men 


who feared that they might not g&t 
back their positions, he put the ques- 
tion how they knew they would not 
be taken back. 
He said they were 


only anticipating it. 
He felt suve 


that no competent man need fear the 
result. He closed by paying a tribu'.e 
to all those who had helped the 
miners. 


The delegates in brief speeches took 


up both sides of the question with 
great earnestness. Those opposed to 
the proposition wanted specific assur- 
ance that they would be taken care 
of. During the debate three speeches 
were made in foreign languages — 
Slavonic, Polish and Lithuanian. 
The three foreign speaking- delegates 
favored the acceptance of the propj- 
sition. 


HE WANTED TO KNOW. 


A Slav delegate wanted .to know 


what wages the men would receive i£ 
they go to work Thursday, which 
created a laugh. 
He was informed 


that the question would be placed in 
the hands of the commission. 


The Italian delegates also wanted 


the proposition explained to them, 
which was done by an Italian 
speaker. When he had completed his 
explanation a motion was immedi- 
ately made to close debate. Before 
the motion was put, Mr. Mitchell, in 
answer to a query, announced that he 
had a telegram from the president .of 
the United States that ho would caU 
a meeting of the commission as soon 
as the conveution took favorable ac- 
tion. This was received with cheers. 
President Mitchell gave it as his 
opinion that the commission would 
make its report within one month. 


GREAT STRIKE E'HDS. 


He then put the question on the 


adoption of the report after a motion 
to close the debate had been adopted, 
and asked in a short speech that the 
vote be unanimous. There was one 
loud roar of approval and the great- 
strike was officially off.- 
The dele- 


gates arose and cheered for fully, a 
minute. President Mitchell came in 
for a share of the applause. 


When order was restored resolu- 


tions were adopted thanking all tir- 
;anizations and Individuals for the 
assistance they have rendered tha 
min« workers in the strike. 


A resolution was Also adopted rec- 


ommending to. state legislatures that 


no person under 21 years be employer! 
in or about the mines for more than 
eight hours a day. Another import- 
ant action was the adoption of a res- 
olution that all men who are needed 
to * place the mines in condition can 
return to work at once. This applies 
more particularly to the engineers, 
firemen and pumpmen.

weeks ago. 


The striking brnlerainkers in this 


city have made the Anderson hall, 
on. Broadway, their headquarters, and 
one of the members of the commit'ec 
was seen there by a Sentinel reporter 
at IK o'clock. 
This gentleman ad- 


mitted that the boilermakers and 
their helpers were out on a strike, but 
he did not care to say much about it 
for publication. 


WHAT THE MEN DEMAND. 
He said the boilermakers ask an in- 


crease from 26 to 30 cents per hour, 
experienced helpers want 23 cents psr 
hour and inexperienced helpers SO 
cents per hour. The apprentices also 
demand the wages that prevail :u 
Springfield, which is a slight increase 
over the wagos paid here for that 
class of work.

was of the opinion that their request 
would be granted and that they would 
soon be back at work in the shops.

Life of Woman Who Was Stabbed By} 


Her Husband, Saved By Prompt 


and Heroic -Means, 


New York, Oct. 21.—One of tha 


rarest operations known to surgery— 
the sewing up of a severed ventricla 
of a human heart—has been per- 
formed at Bellevue hospital. 


The patient was Annie Kangslfiy, 


who was stabbed by her hubband dur- 
ing a quarrel on the street. She w:ia 
thought to be dying when the ambu- 
lance reached the hospital. The blood 
was pouring- from a long wound in 
the left ventricle, which supplies t'*a 
body with blood, while the right 
pumps to the lung's. 
The surgeon 


knew the flow must be checked at 
once if the woman was to be saved. 


The operation was decided upon. 


It was performed by two surgeons, 
witli fifteen more looking on. 


The heart was laid bare and the 


surgeons saw that the wound was 
very severe. 
It would require six 


stitches.

the beats of the heart the needle wa3 
inserted six times and the flow of 
blood was stopped. 


The wound was carefully dressed 


and the surgeons waited to see the rs- 
sult. The patient rallied rapidly and
